The 
west wall is buckled six inches; the cast; 
wall is badly cracked at the third floor 
and elbowed several inches out of plumb; 
the north wall is in an "N" shape, and 
the entire structure is moved on its foun- 
dations. 


One inspector says that in his opinion 


the west wall was swayed crat fully two 
feet by tho force of the explosion. 
Tho 


inspectors think it is wonderful that tho 
building did not utterly collapse. The 
board of Inspectors will condemn the 
building. 


Tha surrounding buildings, which also 


suffered greatly from the shock, will bo 
thoroughly examined. ' Some of the em- 
ployes of The Free Press job printing 
house, almost directly opposite where the 
explosion took place, refused to go to 
work yesterday, claiming tho building 
had been shattered so as to render it nn" 
safu.

which will be dedicated this afternoon, is 
considered one of the most substantial 
town- houses In this portion of Middlesex 
county.

This i/enclosed in. gray sandstone, with 
relies, dorlc columns and plain panel 
vork. Above the wall is pierced for seven 
mall paned windows, with semi-circular 
ops. 


The sandstono cornice is carved in a 


modest figuro, and the hip roof, covered 
with dark gray slate, ' risei to a small 
cupola, surmounted with a copper-capped 
dome and weather vane. 


The rough th>ick of the walls is relieved 


by the dignity of the structure as a whole, 
and thu judgment with

DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING 


AND ITS APPUKTENAXCES. 


Program of Exercises for Afternoon 


and Evening. 


The new town hall in Billerica Center, 


which will be dedicated this afternoon, is 
considered one of the most substantial 
:own houses in this portion of Middlesex 
county. 


Since the burning of the old town house 


;he citizens have met In the;Odd Fel- 
ows' hall. The citizens of all the vil- 
ages of Billerica wt-ra liberal in supporting 
he recommendation of the special com- 
mittee. 


The old colonial style is prevalent In the 


design of the building, it is built of plain 
red brick, with gray sandstone trimmings, 
upon a rectangular ground plan, 102160. 
'eet, two stories In height. 


S«t up five or six feet from the ground 


evel, over 50 feet from the street, it..is ap- 
proached through a lawn, enclosed with 
:ut granite curbing, by two series of steps. 
The second terminates upon the level of 
the first floor of the building in an outside 
corridor. 


This is enclosed in gray sandstone, with 


arches, ilorlc columns and plain panel 
work. Above the wall is pierced for seven 
small paned windows, wilh semi-circular 


-ps.' 
The sandstone cornice Is carved in a 


modest Qguro, and the .hip roof, covered 
with dark gray slate, rises to a email 
:upola, surmounted with' a copper-capped 
dome and weather vane. 


The rough brick of the walls is relieved 


by the dignity of the structure as a whole, 
and the judgment with 
which 
brick 


md carved sandstone have been coui- 
jinod is seen. 


In its interior the town hall is hand- 


somer than its exterior. The dominant 
note in the arrangement, the construc- 
tion and finish is simplicity. 


The corridor on the ground floor is 


about 73x10 feat, running north and south 
the length of the building. 


At the south end will be the offices , of 


:he selectmen and town clerk, the latter 
being provided with a vault. 
There are a 


lining hall and kitchen also upon this 
floor. 


A lockup is at the north end of the cor- 


ridor in a retired corner. The main stair- 
case Is also at the north endi.otthe corri- 
dor, leading to the hall above. •" The vesti- 
bule overhead Is supported by ^wooden 
columns with dorlc capitals about" eight 
feet apart, the width of the staircase, 
which divides to right and left at the. 
:fir<st 


landing, and, turning, terminates upon a 
vestibule, 10 feet wide, extending across 
the building at the foot of the hall.. There 
are dressing rooms at. each'end. 


The hall is 3-t feet 8 inches'by 40 foot' 4 


inches, with a staga having a proscenium- 
opening of 20 feet at the south end, and 
the main entrances from the vestibule. 
The gallery is at the north end. 


The stage is provided with dressing 


rooms and an independent stairway to the 
ground floor. The hall is lighted by five 
windows onjeach side. The ceiling is 
plastered, curved to follow tha arched 
sweep of the proscenium, and unbroken 
save by a single piece of ornamental iron- 
work closing a ventilator shaft. 
" 


The finish throughout the building is 


cypress. The floors are of Georgia pine. 


The building Is fitted with furnaces, a

»tructive workiags of electrolysis.

Good Effect of 'Democratic legislation on

At tho risk of infringing on tbeir pa- 


tience we mnst again ask, What havo 
our high.tariff friends to say now of the 
effect of tho Wilson bill on tbo manu- 
facturing business of this ootmtry? Are 
they still of tb& opinion that American 
mills and factories wil] sot bo ablo to 
meet European competition in thoir 
home territory? The new lav has been 
in force about a year, and what is the 
result? Tho cotton-mills of New Eng- 
land and the abuth are all running. The 
weekly output of our iron furn;ices has 
for a couple of months been larger than 
ifc was at any period under tho McKiu- 
3ey bill. Tho flour mills of the country 
are busier.now than they ever were be- 
fore. Onr woodworking establishments 
are behind .in their work, aud steel 
manufacturers have orders enough ahead 
to keep them busy for .mouths. 
The 


same is true of our woolen mills, tobac- 
co factories aud manufacturing estab- 
lishments generally. 


Trade has been stimulated, and man- 


ufacturers are exceptionally busy in 
consequence. 
They have been able to 


moot European competition, not only in 
the United States, but in other coun- 
tries as well, and even in Europe. Our 
exports of manufactures havo been in- 
creasing steadily for several mouths. 
Tho only exception was in June. They 
wore smaller that month than in.May, 
but larger than in any other month of 
the year. They were larger, too, than iu 
June, 1894. From a little over $1 
000,000 in February—about the same 
as iu tho corresponding month of last 
year—they 
have increased 
stcnrlily 


month by mouth, not counting May, 
when our foreign, frado was so excep- 
tionally, heavy that increase in the suc- 
ceeding month could not be looked for. 


Our manufacturers certainly have no 


reason to complain of the results of 
Democratic legislation oa the tariff. 
They have been benefited, and so have 
their customers and tho country in gen- 
eral—St. Louis Republic.

Sell In Foreign 3Iarkuts. 


The exports, of manufactured goods 


from the United States for the first eight 
months of 1895 were of the viiluo of 
$129,440,864 as against ?118,000,000 in 
the corresponding mouths of 1894. At 
this rate the exports of the entire year 
\vonld amount to §194,500,000, a gain 
of $17,000,000 over tho previous year. 
This isabont $11,000,000 more than tho 
exports of any. previous year. In 1892 
onr. exports ot manufactured goods were 
only 15.0-Lper cent of onr total exports. 
Last-year they yere 23.14 per cent 


This year's 'exports show a large in- 


crease in agiycnlttiral implements, ma- 
chinery, chemicals, locomotives, sewing 
machines, bSotg nnd shoes, refined min- 
eral oil and manufacturers of tobacco. 
Tho increase in tho exports of locomo- 
tives approximates 200 per cent. In 
some of tuo iirticles the exports as yet 
nre small, but the figures show .1 hand- 
some percentage of growth. In others 
the exports ran Tip to many millions. 


Tho protectionists have a good deal 


to say about the increase of imports and 
tho falling off of agricultural exports, 
which last is dne to short crops, bnt are 
discreetly silent with referenoo to the 
increase of onr manufacturing exports, 
which demonstrates tho ability of many 
manufacturers that are highly protected 
to compete in the markets of the world. 
•This ability has been strengthened great- 
ly by the new tariff, which has given 
our manufacturers cheaper materials. 
The.manufacturers themselves are coin- 
ing to a realization of the need of wider 
markets. To secure these more is neces- 
sary than cheap production, llauy of 
onr consuls report that what is chiefly 
needed is n more careful study of the 
needs of foreign markets, so as to pro- 
duce'goods that are adapted to the tastes 
and habits of those who consume them.
